His will be done.” 
Then his mind began to wander and 
soon he completely lost consciousness. 
His life was prolonged for hours by the 
administration of oxygen and the presi­ 
dent finally expressed a desire to lie al­ 
lowed to die. 
About 8:80 the adminis- 1 
trot iou of oxygen ceased and the pulse ’ 
grew fainter aud fainter.

Lev. S. D. Wilson, a Methodist min­ 
ister at Tonawanda, N. Y., who was 
the president s pastor for three years at 
Canton, called at the residence to in­ 
quire if his services were ueoded but 
did not enter the house. 
At 9:37 Secretary Cortelyou who had 
been much of the time with his dying 
chief, sent out formal notification that 
the president was dying, but the preai- 
dent lingered on, 
his pulse growing 
fainter and fainter. 
There was no need for official bul- 
latins after this. 
Those who came from 
the house at intervals told the same 
story—that the president was dying and 
that the end might come at auy time. 
His tremendous vitality was the only 
remaining, factor in the result aud this 
gave hope only of brief postponement 
of the end. 
The president’s remains w ill be taken 
to Washington and there will be a state 
funeral.

As the senior member in 
rank falls on Mr. Hay’s shoulders the 
burden of the government of the great 
republio in the short and im portant in ­ 
terval that must elapse before the vice 
president under the terms of the con­ 
stitution assumes the cares aud respon­ 
sibilities of the great presidental office: 
At his home at Woodley Secretary 
Gage mournfully awaited the close of 
his chief’s Ufo. 
During tho day he had 
been at the treasury departm ent aud 
kept in touch w ith the financial 
affairs in order that the president’s end 
m ight not cause any financial disturb­ 
ance th at foresight on the part of his 
departm ent could avert. 
Vice President Roosevelt, who now 
succeeds to the presidency, may take 
the oath of office wherever he happens 
to hear the news. 
The cabinet, the chief diplomatic of­ 
ficials aud the heads of im portant bu­ 
reaus, according to custom, will tender 
their resignations to relieve tho presi­ 
dent of embarrassment, but it is believed 
Mr. Roosevelt will follow the precedent 
set by President A rthur after Garfield’s 
demise, and request them to continue 
in office. 
Some of the cabinet officers 
aro not in good health and would sin­ 
te red welcome a relief from their of­ 
fices.

He distinguished him self In 
several engagements. 
In 1863 he becamo first lieutenant. 
In 1864 he was promoted to captain 
aud detailed as acting adjutant general 
of the First division, first arm y corps. 
In 1866, having been breveted a m ajor 
of the volunteers and honorably dis­ 
charged, he returned to Poland aud re­ 
sumed the study of law. 
In 1867 he was adm itted to the bar 
and began practice at Canton. 
Tn 1871 ho was m arried to Miss Ida 
Saxton of Canton. 
In 1876 he was elected to congress, 
serving as a representative from Ohio 
for i4 years. 
In 1890 he acted as chairm an of the 
ways and means 
committee 
which 
fram ed the bill that afterw ard becamo 
known as tha McKinley tariff law. 
In 1891 he was elected governor of 
Ohio. 
In 1893 he was re-elected governor of 
Ohio. 
In 1896 he was elected president of 
the U nited States. 
In 1897 he was inaugurated president. 
In J 898 he personally supervised the 
conduct of the Spanish-American war. 
In 1899 ho shaped the policy which 
resalted in tho extension of our domain 
far beyond its former borders. 
In 1899 he was re-elected president by 
a popular plurality of 852,000. 
In 1901 he had begun his second ad ­ 
m inistration w ith the establishm ent of 
civil governm ent in tho Philippines aud 
was preparing to inaugurate home rule 
in Cuba. 
Early in the spring he made 
a memorable tour of the country from 
W ashington to San Francisco, the jo u r­ 
ney being interrupted by the serious 
illness of Mrs. McKinley. 
W ith the re ­ 
turning health of Mrs. McKinley he ac­ 
cepted an invitation to visit the Pan- 
American exposition at Buffalo, aud it 
was at the close of tho third day there 
that he was shot. 


N E W S A T W A S H IN G T O N . 


W h ile th e Knd W a* 
E x p ected It C am e 
aa a C ru sh in g B low . 
W ashington, Sept l l.—The news of 
tho death of President McKinley came 
as a crushing blow to the nation’s capi­ 
tol. 
Nowhere, perhaps, had the citi­ 
zens been so full of confidence in the 
ultim ate recovery of their beloved presi­ 
dent and the buoyant bulletins of the 
past week from the sick bed had lulled 
them into a false sense of security, 
w hich made the shock terrible when the 
news of the Buffalo tragedy would have 
a fatal end came. 
All day Friday the bulletin boards 
were surrounded by crowds w aiting in 
suppressed excitem ent for the latest 
word from the M ilburn home aud uatu- 
ally newspaper extras were eagerly 
snapped up. 
Little work was done in 
the great executive depart rnent as at the 
slightest excuse the clerks dropped their 
pens aud turned to talk in awe-stricken 
groups. 
The three cabinet officers nt tho cap­ 
ital were pictures of distress. 
Two 
days ago Secretary Hay had left tho 
president apparently on the road to re­ 
covery. 
Postmaster General 
Sm ith, 
who only reached here Friday m orning 
said w hen he left the Milburn home 
Thursday th at the president was surely 
on the mend. 
He immediately retu rn ­ 
ed to Buffalo. 
Secretary Hay prepared for his sor­ 
rowful duty of conveying to the nation’s 
of tho world in official form the news 
of the demise of third American presi­ 
dent through the agency of an assassin’s 
buffet, w ithin tho short space of one 
hum an life. 
As tho senior member in 
rank falls on Mr. Huy’s shoulders the 
burden of the government of the great 
republio in the short and im portant in ­ 
terval that must elapse before the vioo 
president under the terms of the con­ 
stitution assumes the cares aud respon­ 
sibilities of the great presideutal o til ce: 
At his home at Woodley Secretary 
Gage m ournfally awaited the close of 
his chief’s life. 
During tho day he hail 
been at the treasury departm ent aud 
ti;! kept in touch w ith the financial 
affairs in order that the president’s end 
m ight not cause any financial disturb­ 
ance that foresight on the part of his 
departm ent could avert. 
Vioe President Roosevelt, who now 
succeeds to tho presidency, may take 
the oath of office wherever ho happens 
to hear the news. 
The cabinet, the chief diplomatic of­ 
ficials aud the heads of irn]>ortant bu­ 
reaus, according to custom, will tendor 
their resignations to relieve tho presi­ 
dent of emliarrassment, but it is believed 
Mr. Roosevelt will follow tho precedent 
set by President Arthur after Garfield’s 
demise, and request them to continuo 
in office. 
Some of the cabinet officers 
are not in good health and would sin­ 
cerely welcome a relief from their of­ 
fices. 
Under the presideutal succession act 
a cabinet officer becoming chief m agis­ 
trate would have to summon congress 
in special session but this requirem ent 
does not apply to a vioo president suc­ 
ceeding to the office of hts duad prede­ 
cessor and it is believed no extra ses­ 
sion would be called in the absence of 
statutory requirem ents as the three 
m ouths intervening until December can 
be abridged over w ithout difficulty and 
there is no special occasion for congress 
tabling.

14.—Absolute quiet 
prevailed in the neighborhood of the 
M ilburn residence through the early 
early hours of today. 
Police m ain­ 
tained lines on Delaware avenue and 
the street which intersect aud double 
picket lines patroled by the Fourteenth 
Infantrym en protected the house from 
intrusion. 
Many persons came to the 
outer polioe lines and gazed in silence 
at the house where the body of the dead 
president reposes. 
Some talked in awed 
whispers of the cruel tragedy th at had 
taken the nation’s ruler, aud among all 
the deepest sorrow was manifested. 
Pathetic figures in the crowd wore 
scores of old G rand Army Republio 
mon who grieve at the loss of their 
comrade. 
Many of them pleaded w ith 
the judice for admission to the lines de­ 
claring it their right and privilege to 
guard the body of the man ■who had 
fought in their ranks and was their 
comrado. 
Tho police regretfully en­ 
forced the order against them. 
W ith in the linos a corps of worn and 
tired newspaper men were about the 
only civilians. 
They loitered about the 
tents and sheds on the east side of Del­ 
aw are avenue aw aiting action of the 
day. 
Early in the m orning a num ber of 
photographers representing the press 
wore adm itted to the linos and 
vral 
hundred views of tho house anc! r: ouud 
taken. 
None \% ho came to show their sorrow 
for the dead president failed to n*k so­ 
licitously for Mrs. McKinley. 
It was 
known she was not strong physically 
and there wore grave fears for tho oon- 
quenoes of suffering and the shtick she 
had experienced. 
The first word of en­ 
couragem ent came from the servants of 
the household who said she was still in 
her room and had apparently rested well. 
This report was confirmed by Dr. Was- 
diu who called at tho house to.set) her, 
He said th at sho not only rested fairly 
well, but w as showing encouraging 
Btrength in her grief. 
The president’s body w ill be taken to 
W ashington 
Monday morning.

corpse will be in state at W ashington 
and interm ent w ill be made at Canton, 
O., on Thursday. 
The oath will be adm inistered to 
President Roosevelt at the residence of

Wilcox, w ith whom ho stopped 
while here, im mediately upon his ar­ 
rival.
